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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-22, drawn to an article. 
Group II, claim(s) 23-39, drawn to a method. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

(1) The special technical feature for each group is not commonly shared. 

In particular, the special technical feature of Group I is VPE of layer B on layer A. 
The special technical feature of Group II is the Al or Ga polar faces of the layer A whicih 
were not apparent in Group I. Therefore, the inventions or groups of inventions lack 
unity. 

(2) The common feature of group I, cannot qualify as a special technical feature as it 
does not provide a contribution over the prior art because it is disclosed by Anselm 
et al ('322) (see the IDS).

In particular, Anselm et al. teaches a GaN layer grown on a substrate wherein 
both main surfaces of the nitride substrate are consisting of non N-polar face and N- 
polarface. (See lines 18-32, column 2 and lines 46-53, column 4). Therefore, the 
reference(s) specifically suggests using the common elements as claimed. 

A telephone call was made to request an oral election to the above restriction 
requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
